People of Alberta Are Hosts of

Lomlon, Sept, 23—The talk in par- 
liamentary and other political quart- 
ers today turned solely om the effects 
of A. J, Balfour's speech at Birming- 
ham, ia favor of tariff reform which, 
coupled with Joseph Chamberlain’s 
Jetter on the same subject, read at 
the Birmingham meeting, is gener- 
ally regarded as having ‘brought the 
situation to a crisis. 

The question most discussed by the 
adherents of all parties was not 
“where,”’ but “when” a genenal elec- 
tion would be held. The finance ill 
will get through the Howse of Com- 
mons in about three weeks,after which 
it will be sent to the House of Lords. 
Within a week,of that time it is ex- 
pected the decision of the House of 
Lords will be made known. 

The Extremists’ Wish. 

Extremists of all parties hope the 
Lords will summarily eject the 
bill, but the bulk of nioderate opinion 
does not desire such drastic action. 
One course the U House might 
take is fo.day the bill on the iable and 
instead of returning it to the House 
of Commons, send the latter body a 
Tesonable resolution dediaring that 
the proposals concerning the budget in 
the ibill are so revolutionary in prin- 

le intention that the peers 
will withhold their assent to it umtil 
the will of the country shall be as- 
certained, 

It is ‘believed in some well inform- 
éd quarters that this course will be 
chosen in preference to other possible 
methods insuring a verdict from the 
constituencies, It is inconceivable 
that the government would attempt to 
evade on some technical excuse the 
issue raised in such a manner,

Premier Asquith’s Pan aye MES 
eageriess to accept the Lord’s chal- 
Jenge, which was followed tonight by 
a statement by Mr. Gladstone, home 
secretary, in a speech at Cinderford, 
to the effect that if the Lords refuse 
to 6 the budget the opposition’s 
professed longing, to get the country’s 
decision would be gratified. The gov- 
ernment, he declared, would appeal 
immediately to the electorate, not 
only for the budget in its entirety but 
‘vee trade and also dor a change in 
the constitution of the Upper House. 


London, Sept, 23—At 4 o'clock this 
morning the House of Commons was 
debating the budget and the govern- 
ment’s majority feli unprecedentedly 
low. An amendment was moved to 
the bill reducing the proposed increase 
in the tax on spirits. It had the sup- 
90 of the Irish members, who spoke 

otly of the proposed incresse as an 
injustice to Ireland and as orippling 
an se ppeont| industry of that coun- 
try. On motion of Mr. LAoyd-George, 
chancellor of the exchequer, the mea- 
sure was carried iby a majority of only 
17. The amendment was defeated by 
a majority of 18, 

The opposition loudly shouted ‘‘re- 
signt.’’ 

Later on, a motion to meport pro- 
gress, the government got a, majority 
of only 13, 

“The unlucky number,” shouted a 
member, and the opposition cheered 
boisterously and roared “Resign, re- 
sign,” until they were hoarse, 

The debate on the less Uangerous 
clauses dolhowed and in the voting 
the government’s majority rose again.

PEARY PROMISES STATEMENT. 


Which Will Riddle the Claims of the 
Brooklyn Explorer, 

Portland, Me., September 23.— 
Commander Robert Peary, who 
landed here amid the plaudits o* @ 
vast cultitude of + townsfolk from 
The Peary North Pole, Limited, 
which he had boarded. at Sydney, 
C.B., ‘yesterday morning, promised 
today to make a broadside statement 
in a day or two which is expected 
by his supporters to utterly ‘emolish 


the polar ‘aims oi his rival, Dr. 
Cook. 

At Bangor the commander of the 
Roosevelt met General Thomas 
Hubbard, president of the Peary 


Arctic Club, and gavé to him a re- 
port of his expedition. It was also 
accompanied, it is said, by numer- 


ous papers which tend to disprove 
Dr. Cook’s etatements, Exactly 
what the documents are could not 


be ascertained, but that Commander 
Peary firmly believes that they will 
riddle the story of the Brookly ex- 
plorer is known to be a positive fact, 

General Hubbard, who is a lawyer 
of international reputation, — will 
make an exhaustive study of the 
documents and it will be upon his 
conclusions that Peary’s assault upon 
Dr. Cook wiil be based. 

“TI shall make no authorized state- 
ment in regard to this matter until 
I have completed the unalysis of the 
situation,” said General Hubbard, 
“then Commander Peary will say 
whatever is to be said.” sd 

“When I am ready to talk about 
this controversy,’’ suid the Roosevelt 
commander, ‘1 shall make my state- 
ment as complete and as far reaching 
as possible.”

SERVIA IN STATE OF ANARCHY. 
Wholesale Murders,, Robberies and 

Bloodshed Said to Prevail. 

Vienna, Sept. 23.—Reports from 
Belgrade indicate that an appaling 
state of anarchy exists throughout the 
whole of Servia. The published re- 
cords of one week inelude eighteen 
murders, eight. of- which were .con- 
nected with robbery, while the unre- 
corded and undiscovered crimes are 
believed to far exceed these figures. 
In most cases the assassins are con- 
victs released from the jails of Bel- 
grade and Nisch because these pris- 
ons are over-crowded, 

The newspapers are denouncing this 
state of lawlessness. They demand 
that the government take immediate 
measures to restore at least a sem- 
blance of order.

TWO MILLION VISITORS 
TO THRONG NEW YORK 


Mudson-Fulton Celebration, Which 
Opens Saturday, Will Attract the 
‘Greatest Crowd in the ristory of 
Any City—Railways Doubling and 
Tripling Regular Services. 


New York, Sept. 23—The vanguard 
of the army of visitors, two million 
strong, who will take possession of 
the city Saturday on the opening of 
the ,Hudson-Fulton fete, poured into 
the city all night from every railroad, 
ferry and tunnel tonight. The crowds 
will be the largest in the history of 
any city. Paris, with her great exhi- 
bitions and festivals never attracted 
half the number. To handle the en- 
ormous traffic the officials of every 
railroad entering the city or the Jer- 
sey suburbs have sent out the umpre- 
cedented order to double the service 
and triple it if possible. Not only 
will extra trains ibe dispatched _ be- 
tween the regular onés, but every en- 
gine that goes out of the shed has 
orders to carry as many cars as it can 
pull to dts destination on schedule 
time, 

Tonight Broadway and Fith avenue 
were thronged as during a carnival, 
There was a jam at 24th street and 
Broadway, The street cars did the 
business of an election night. The 
streeta were as cosmopolitan in ap- 
pearance as those of Nice in its sea- 


son. The,great White Way was a 
panorama/of nationalities. Many of 
the arrfals, finding nearly every 


hotel in Manhattan jammed, even to 
cot space, are flocking to Brooklyn and

Are Passed by Council, 
Quebec, Sept. 24.—The Trades ad

tions, including one asking the ¢ov- 
ernment to abolish the Alien Labor 
Act, on the ground that it is usele 4 
under present conditions. Another 
resolution condemned the calling out 
of the militia at Glace Bay. Another 
criticized an alleged influx of Orien- 
tal laborers following Hon, Rudolphe 
Lemieux’s visit to Japan, instead of 
a restriction of the number, as Dele- 
gate McGee, of Vancouver, declared 
that the Japanese immigration had 
doubled since the Lemieux agreement, 
The British Columbia delegates char- 
acterized the Lemieux Labor Act a8 
one of the most mischievous pieces of 
alleged labor legislation ever adopt- 
éd in any country. 

The meeting adopted a _ fesolution 
condemning the action of the Provin- 
cial Workingmen’s Aesociation during 
the present strike at Glace Bay dis- 
trict and endorsing the United Mine 
Workers policy there. ‘Election of 
officers will be reached ate this 
afternoon.

Think Real Estate Values in Winni- 
peg, Edmonton and C 
Advancing too Rapi 
Great Period of National Activity 
Ahead of Canada. 


Vaitcouver, Sept. 23.—The wonder- 


ful progress and devilopment of the 
raizie provinces and. British Colum- 
ia was the dominant impression 
formed by W. Molson Macpherson, 
president, and James Elliot, general 
manager of the Molsons bank, who 
arrived here today on a tour of in- 
spection. They merveled at the vast 
changes they witnessed west of Late 
Superior during the past three weeks 
in their trip to Edmonton and thenes 
to the Coast. 

Mr. Elliot sounded only one note 
ot warning, his view differing from 
that of many recent visitors from the 
east. 

“Real estate in Winnipeg, Edmon- 
ton and Calgary is being held at too 
quickly advancing prices, and there 
may soon be a check in that direc- 
tion,” he declared. Otherwise his ex- 
pressions were of the mogt optimistic 
character. He sees ahead a long 
period of national prosperity. 

Most Favorable Outlook. 

“The business outlook could not be 
more favorable than it is at present. 
Crops are turning out better than ex- 
pected. and the assurance of large re- 
turns to the farmers ‘means a revi- 
val in every department of activity 
throughout the Dominion,” added Mr. 
Elliot, who has the reputation of be- 
ing one of the most sagacious bank- 
ers in Canada, ‘‘There promises to ve 
a largely increased demand for «je 
products of British Columbia, notably 
lumber, owing. to. the requirements 
of the settlers now oad wd in to the 
prairie country. The banks have 
ample funds to supply borrowers who 
can furnish good security. The West 
never loomed larger in the «6 of east- 
erners than it does at this moment.” 

“It is only a question of time until 
Vancouver will be a large manufac- 
turing centre, fully able to compete 
with the east in supplying many lines 
to the growing population cf the 
prairie provinces,” said Mr. Mac- 
pherson, after confirming the opinion 
of Mr. Elliot respecting general busi- 
ness conditions throughout the Domin- 
ion. 

“The market is almost at your door. 
Vancouver has many advantages ow- 
ing to its possession of a harbor open 
the year round. Perhaps the great- 
est asset of the province is its vast 
coal and iron wealth in proximity to 
tidewater. These two natural re- 
sources are sure to lead to the ea- 
tablishment of an iron and steel in- 
dustry whose existence will bring in 
its train many subsidiary branches »f

That some farmers realize the

Mr. Hareourt expects that there 
will be 160,000 acres of land avail- 
ubie for seeding to winter wheat in 
1M The acreage in 1908 was 104, 
956 acres and about 130,000 acres in 
1909. At this rate of increase, which 
is not at all improbable, the above 
acreage for next year will be clove 
to the mark. The estimate of t'e 
department for this year’s crop has 
been increased since the July te- 
port, due to the very davorable gr w- 
ing weather of August and the uc- 
cessful hazvest season. In place of 
the 1,600,000 bushels, the expected 
yield is now placed at 2,000,000 bush- 
els. Ten per cent, of this would 
make 200,000 bushels of wheat that 
will require to beheld in the hands 
of farmers for next year’s seeding 
oprations. 

Great Demand fer Alberta Red, 

“The demand tor Alberta Red this 
year in the world’s markets is great 
er than ever before,” said Mr, Har- 
court. ‘Experiments conducted by 
Professor R. H. Harcourt, of the 
Ontario Agricultural College ab 
Guelph have shown that winter 
wheat from Alberta has taken its 
place as a high quality cf wheat to 
blend with soft wheats and make & 
high grade of flour. Baking tests 
showed that flour from Alberta Red 
only gave a loaf of a certain capa- 
city, and flour from soft Ontario 
wheat gave a loaf of a certain capa. 
city considerably less. An experi- 
ment with e mixture of flour, half 
from soft wheat and half from Al- 
berta Red, showed that instead of 
giving a loaf which would be of @ 
mean capacity between the other two, 
it was very much larger. ‘The Bri- 
tish miller has thus come to full 
realize the blending qualities of Al- 
berta Red in making a good-sized 
loaf, and consequently is in the mar- 
ket for all the Alberta Red he can 
get, At present the world’s markets 
are practically bare and the demand 
is far greater than the supply with- 
out considering the requirements of 
seed wheat at all, Consequently, 
farmers will have to firmly loek to 
their own interests regarding seed 
grain in the face of the unusual de- 
mand and the high prices that will 
prevail,”

FAILED TO SEIZE OPPORTUNITY 


Britain Should Have Given Canada a 
Preference He Says. 


London, Sept. 23.--Right Hon. Hen- 
ry Chaplin, a former president of uns 
board of agriculture, and member of 
the tariff commission in 1904, speak- 
ing toddy at Stourdridge, said at 
present Canada required annually to 
purchase goods to the amount of £59, 
000,000, and if this ccuntry had con- 
ceded her a slight preference, as she 
asked, the whole of that market would 
have been placed at the disposal of 
the workers of England, because the 
duties would have been imposod upon 
other countries which would have 
prevented their interfering. 

That offer was made by Canada 
some years ago, of which, with the 
greatest folly and unwisdom, we fai.- 
ed to avail ourselves at the = time. 
Other nations, he declared, were not 
at competition with this country for 
similar favors from Canada.

Comparison of the Methods Adopted 
by Canadian and American Ex- 


hibitors at  Seattie Show How 
Much Better Canada’s Are— 
Visitors Not Scared Away By 
Salespeople. 


Seattle, Sept. 23.—A_ striking com- 
parison showing the difference in the 
spirit of the American ond Canadian 
people is to be found at the Alaska- 
Yukon-Pacific Exhibition 

A great deal has been heard throughout 
Cana da of the aggressive commercialism 
of the American people, of how they 
take advantage of every opportunity 
to garner the nimble dollar an! of how, 
when there is no business in sight, they 
get out and make business. > 

At the same time considerable has been 
said about the Canadian being slow, of 
their diffidence in framing up combina 
“tions which have for their sole objective 
a desire to get the money and of how 
they constantly are overlooking oppor- 
tunities to spike the sitmoleons and nail 
the bank lithographs to their lodge 
poles. 4 - oF 

Well, from a certain point of view 
both these statements are true, But at 
the same time, from another point of 
view, it is pretty fortunate for Canada 
that its people are more dignified and 
less dollar-grasping. The contrast and 
its effect are in plain sight at the A.-Y.-P. 
and he who reads may run in the_right 
direction, 

Here are two facts: In no American 
building of any kind whatever is there 
lacking a sales-counter of some kind, at 
which visitors are coaxed, é¢begged, be 
seeched or adjured to buy something 
In no Canadian building is 
any kind whatever 


or other, 
there anything of 
offered for sale, 

in the great United States building 
where the works of the greatest scientific 
research, mystery of the forests’ 
growth and the oceans’ depth are spread 
out before the laymen’s gaze, right along 
side the models of Mrickson’s early achieve- 
ments and the latest triumphs of the 
greatest American inventors, there 
a battery of sales-women selling souve 
nirs, wooden spoons, silks, flags and 
shawls, reducing at one clatter the dignity 
of the magnificent display which cost 
Unele Sam millions, to the tawdry level 
of a Saturday bargain counter 

Do Not Want His Money. 

Over in the Canadian building, where 
thousands and hundreds of thousands 
of visitors get their first impression of 
Canada, the sight-seer finds his money 
counterfeit--anything that goes out of 
the building goes free. The attendants 
fre courteous, dignified and = attentive 
The visitor emerges with a sub-conscious 
but lasting impression that Canada’s 
“Welcome” means what it says. 

At the Alberta exhibit it is the same 
tory. Nobody is asked to buy anything 
The exhibit is free; the information is 
free and the farms are free to anyone 
who wants to come to Alberta and take 
a homestead, 

At the CLPLR. exhibit, notwithstanding 
that they are advertising irrigated lands 
and cheap farms, nobody is asked to buy 
In fact the would-be purchaser has to 
xo outside the grounds to find a sales 
agent. The C.P.R. is running a picture 
show, immediately opposite the Alberta 
exnibit, which is playing to an immense 
business and which is run absolutely 
free 

The effect from an advertising point of 
view is self-evident to anyone who under- 
stands the hypothesis of advertising. 
The visitor who rushes past the Washing- 
ton County exhibits to avoid being sold 
something, has plenty of time to sit down 
at the Alberta exhibit and hear all about 
it 


the 


Another remarkable point which the 
Alberta exhibit has brought out is that 
there iv a terrible confusion in the Ameri- 
can mind as to Manitoba, Saskatchewan 
and Alberta. Except for the visitors 
from the wheat states, not one of them 
who visits the exhibit appears to know 
the geographical and climatic differeast 
the geographical and climatie difference 
between Alberta and the country to the 
east. In this confusion of course Alberta, 
with its milder climate and_ infinitely 
greater resources, must have suffered in 
the past and will continue to suffer until 
the distinetion is properly advertised 
In this respect the Alberta exhibit has 
amply repaid its outlay. ato 

Among the Californians, Alberta seems 
to have been well advertised. Hundreds 
from the Golden State have visited the 
exhibit and their curiosity on certain 
lines should furnish the Boards of Trade 
of the province with the key to the 
subjects which they should feature in 
their advertising. For instance: Califor- 
nia is in practically the same condition 
of transmagnification at the present time 
as are all the other western farming 
states; it is turning from a wheat growing 
to a dairying and mixed farming country 
The Californian’s difficulty at the present 
time in the dairy business appears from 
their conversation to be to get a square 
deal from the creamery companies, which 
are operated as a profit producing private 
enterprise, Every California, Oregon or 
Washington farmer who has ever come 
to the Alberta exhibit has seemed per- 
feetly familiar with the Danish system 
in the dairying but to them the fact that 
creameries of the province are, for the 
benefit of the farmem, operated by the 
Alberta government, is a new and startling 
piece of news which it is diffieult for them 
to grapple or understand, The additional 
fact that the Government owns the tele- 
phone and that it is extending the system 
into the agricultural constituencies for 
the benefit of the farmer, generally con- 
stitutes a solar plexus, American far- 
mers and Californians in particular have 
become so inured to constant corporation 
rake-offs and control that their mind is 
now seareely capable of conceiving a 

overnmental institution operated for the 
Penefit of the people. If the essential 
facts could ever be placed properly before 
the great mass of American farmers, 
Alberta's unfilled areas would not remain 
vacant any longer than it would take to 
file the entries,

IN THE SUPREME COURT. 


The appeal to the Supreme Court en 
bane from the judgment of Mr. 
Justice Harvey, between Harold Me 
Clure Williams, of Calgary, plaintiff, 
and David MeDougall, of Morley, de- 
fendant, reached an amicable settle. 
ment shortly after the court resumed 
its sitting yesterday afternoon. By 
agreement of the counsel, Mr. Walsh 
for Mr. Graham and Mr. Bergeron 
ior Williams, the court made Graham, 
who claimed a commission on a sale 


of lands effected for MeDougall by 
Williams through Graham's agency, 
a third party to the action. The par- 


ties consented to one-half judgment to 
Williams and one-half to Graham of 
the $4,050 commission in dispute, 

Yesterday afternoon and this morn- 
ing the court heard the appeal from 
the judgment of Mr. Justice Scott, 
between the Union Bank of Canade, 
plaitiff, and W. M. Cross and J. WD. 
Kiverard, defendants 

This action was brought to recover 
from the defendanta the amount 
on & promissory note for $1,000, whien 
the defendants had signed as. diree- 
tors of the Alberta’ Brick Company, 
Limited The case was tried with- 
out a jury before Mr, Justice Scott 
at Medicine Hat, on November 4th, 
1908, who reserved his decision and 
subsequently filed in favor of the de- 
jendants, s¥ismissing the plaintiff's 
aetion with costs. 

The only question is whether this 
is the note of the Alberta Brick Com 
pany, of which the defendants were 
directors, their claim being that their 
signatures to it were made in their 
capacity as such, or is the note of the 
company and of the individuals by 
whom it was Signed. The signa- 
tures of the defendants to both notes 
are admitted by them and the evi- 
dence established the fact that the 
note sued on is wholly unpaid. 

O. W. Kealy and W. L. Walsh ap- 
peared for the plaintiff and W. A, 
Begg for the defendants, 

Mr. Begg submitted that the plain- 
tiff had failed to make out a case. 
The evidence of 8. T. Hopper, the 
local manager of the Union Bank at 
Medicine Hat, showed that he had 
been satisfied to depend upon W. C. 
Harris, the president of the company, 
for his information about the finan 
cial condition of the compatiy and its 
affairs generally, According to the 
general evidence there is no question 
that Harris represented to the defen- 
dants that they would not be assum- 
ing any personal liability by signing 
the notes in question, but that there 
signatures in their official capacity 
were necessary to vadilate the notes 
and make them the notes of the com 
pany. 

It wus submitted that since Hopper 
was satisfied to have Herris act as a 
guarantor of the bank, the defendants 
were justified in acting on Harris’ "+ 
presentations io them, and = even 
though Harris may not have done 
as he was requested by Hopper, the 
defendants should not be prejudiced 
unless it be shown that Hopper’s in 
structions to Harris were communi- 
cated to them, 

The solicitors for the appellant al- 
lowed that there was no doubt but 
what the defendanis made the, note 
suretics for the company, but 
claimed that there was nothing on the 
fact of the instrument to show that 
their signatures were a part of the 
signature of the company and for 
this reason, on authorities, they were 
to be held liable. 

The court has reserved its decision 
in the case. 

Mr. Bennett's motion to postpone

MOORS SHELLED BY SPANIARDS. 


Riffian Tribesmen Are Gradually Being 
Broken. 


Melilla, Sept, 24—A Spanish detach- 
ment reconnoitering in the environs of 
Souk Boni Sicar yesterday demoished a 
large number of houses. The Riflians op- 
posed the Spanish advance. The Span- 
ish casualties were two killed and ten 
wounded in Wednesday's fighting. The 
Spanish artillery shelled the Moors on 
the slopes of Gurlugua, dispersing them. 
Many of the Mors afterwards came to 
the Spanish camp and made submission.

Toronto, Sept. 23.—Returns from 20 
important centres in the. Dominion 
for August indicate that building 
has shown an increase over the same 
month last year.

Went Over 120 Miles, 

“Two weeks ago yesterday the pre- 
sident of the Grand Trunk and his 
party went over the first hundred 
and twenty miles east of Winnipeg 
by train. The grading of this por- 
tion was completed about ten months 
ago and the track laying about éix 
months ago. The ballasting also 
was completed, us well as telegraph 
lines, water tanks and other equip- 
ment, The station buildings have 
not yet been fully completed, but 
these were net embraced jin Mr. 
McArthur's contrac, The party 
could have continued’ its journey 
over the track for another torty miles 
east, where the ballasting, although 


in progress, had not yet been fully 
completed A «similar inspection 
train might have run for seventy 


miles from Superior Junction west. 

“Asa matter of fact,” said Mr. Me- 
Arthur, “the whole section will be 
completed in about the same t'me us 
it took the Grand Trunk to build its 
branch line of two hundred miles of 
easier and lighter work from Sup 
ior Junction to Fort William.” 


On the government section there 
was more than five times as much 
rock work as on the branch line, 


and, moreover, on the latter wooden 
structures were allowed for bridz ne, 
whereas on the government line sil 
the bridges were of steel, requiring 
cansiderable longer to construct. He 
algo pointed out that the first seven 
miles of the north end of the G.I.P 
line, which was of difficult construe- 
tion, was not yet finished and had 
been taken over by the National 
Transcontinental Commissioners, who 
would complete it, 
Difficulties With Labor, 

“That our work has taken a longer 
time for completion than was antici- 
pated is no doubt true,”’ said Mr. 
McAithur, “Unfortunately we had 
unforeseen difficulties of a very seri- 
ous nature to contend with for the 
first year, and, moreover, it was al- 
most impossible to secure labor at 
any price, and I venture to say that 
on no contract or by any contractor 
in Canada has there ever been so 
much money spent in an effort to 
secure labor during a like period, 
Then the labor situation improved 
aud immediately after the conditions 
changed we had the line covered 
from one end to the other with men, 
and I venture to say that mever in 
the history of this Dominion has so 
much work been done on one contract 
in the same length of time as on this 


one. It is ulso a fact that there 
never has been such an equipment 
for railway construction furnished 


on any work in the history of Canada. 
Not only did we not spare expense 
in supplying the men with the best 
and most modern plant, but in many 
causes we kept the work going night 
and day in an endeavor to -meet the 
very pressing demands of the com: 
missioners that we should hasten it. 
We did not hesitate when ordered by 
the government engineer to open up 
cuts in the middle of winter when 
the removal of frozen earth was 48 
expensive as if it had been eolid 
rock work,” 

“Looking at all of the condigions 
that prevailed,” said Mr, MeArthur, 
“TL feel that upon the whole we have 
done good work in the fact of many 
obstacles and disappointments. The 
work is now elose upon completion 
and T am confident that when it is 
done good work in the face of many 
plaint about the character of it.”
